TWIN FALLS - Richard Powell 
watched his life slide downhill. 

A class clown, he dropped out of eighth 
grade in Reno. Ncv., with a history of sell 
mg pot and mouthing oflTin class 
He wasn't a popular child. He was the 
runt of the class, he said, picked on and 
laughed ot. He was shuttled between par 
ents who divorced before he was horn 
" Teachers were irustraled with him. 

’’I got bored really easy.” he said. 
"Couldn't keep my mind in tunc w ith life. 

Three weeks ago. Powell, at age 24. wt 
finally diagnosed with “attention-deficit 
disorder with hyperactivity." or ADHI>. 
It’s a metre severe type of attcntion-dciicii 
disorder, or ADO. 

A nervous-system impairment, ADD af- 
fects ability to focus or pay attention. Of- 
ten. a'petson with ADD focuses on u dozen 
things at once. Learning disabilities such 
as dyslexia often accompany the disorder. 
National studies say between 5 and IU 
I percent of Americans have ADD o 
ADHD. 

Idaho ranks ahum g the top f]vc stales ii 
annual consumption of Ritalin - the drug 
used to treat ADD - according to the Drug 
Enforcement Administration. 

Late dia g nosis 

Ritalin helps many ADD nulienis. hui 
Powell's diagnosis came looziuic-lo keep 
him in school. Alter dropping oui. he start- 
ed stealing and taking dnigi. At 14. he was 
a cocaine addict. 

With friends, he would rob parking me- 
ters early in the morning before pickup, 
getting hundreds of dollars of change they 
would spend on drugs. Cocaine, he said, 
kept him foe used Tin things, much like Ri- 
talin docs for ADD children. 

But as his habit became more expensive, 
he found other ways to support it: At 16. 
he was a male prostitute in Seattle. 

“I was : pretty much on my way to the 
grave.’’ he said. His weight dropped from 
135 to 85 pounds. "! wav.bony. There was 
no meat on me ai all. If I had stayed on the 
’ streets any longer. I would havc-Ctulcd up 
'dead." 

After rubbing a Seattle store’s sate, he 
headed to Elko. Ncv.. hut police there ar- 
rested him on a Seattle warrant after he ap- 
plied for a weapons license, lie spent more 
than three years in Washington prisons. 

Now 24. Powell is married with four 
Children. He sought drug counseling, 
where he learned he might have ADD or 
ADHD. Once he started taking medication, 

, he said he noticed sharp diffcreitcrvin 
tackling household chores. 

He once left chores hall done.' His first 
task after getting on medication was to fin-

But at least once a year, phurma- 
cics. around the country sec a Ritalin 
shortage because the U S. Drug En- 
forcement Administration curtails 
production of the drug, said Gary 
Domcny. investigator for the state 
pharmacy board. 

Ritalin can be marketed on lhe” 
street as speed, so it’s watched care- 
fully by the government. Domcny 
tend. 

Once they’re taken oil, children's • 
^behavior changes drastically, say ex- 
perts y\‘s and B’s will plumnict to 
D’s and l : ’s. and they won’t com- 
plete their homework or pay atten- 
tion in class. 

Parents often don't like the idea of 
prescribing Ritalin because it’s an 
amphetamine, said Dr. Bart Adrian, 
a Twin Falls pediatrician who works 
w ith ADD and ADHD students. 

In Jdaho, Ritalin prescriptions 


have gone up steadily over the past 
two years. Domcny said. 

According to figures from the 
University of Utah’s School of 
Medicine, usage of'Ritulin shot up 
.390 percent from 1990 to 1994. 

Teaching ADD students 

Advocutcs for ADD students say 
teachers can change the way they 
work in the classroom to improve 
lcanupg. s 

Thcy_can place tltc-irodcni m an 
area where they do the most work, 
said Melody Lcnkricr, director of the 
Scottish Rile Learning Clinic, a cen- 
ter that works with learning disabili- 
ties. 

. [ W hen they sec the child start lo- 
space out. they can, bring the child 
back with a touch of. the hand, she 
said. 

Lcnkncr outlines steps a teacher 
can take to work with a child: allow 
them to take oral instead of written 
tests, be more accepting of hypcrac- 
tivc behavior, hand out written in- 
structions to students. j 

Filer- counselor Nlurgo Schmidt 
says ADD ki&vplacc a huge burden ' 
on teachers. They demand lime and 
energy from teachers who already 
have to adjust for gincd-and-talem- 
cd. Insndicappcd and learning-dis- 
abled students. 

"It’s just another burden on public 
education that we have to serve ev- 
eryone and meet everyone’s needs." 
she said. "For a teacher without a lot 


of cspericncc. who’s learning how 
to be a teacher, these things can be 
especially trying.” 

' It sometimes seems to hcr-rihui 
kids arc diagnosed too readily. 

Terri Bennett, mother of two sons 
with ADD. said she had trouble get- 
ting one son diagnosed, A Kimberly 
tutor who worked with him the whole 
summer didn't *Bcpevc he had ADD 
until the child took Ritalin and worked 
steadily for more than an hour. 

"Wc still get teachers who think a 
learning disability is an excuse," she 
said. "They think they’re lazy tor 
dumb." 

Sometimes teachers think kids arc . 
lazy or not motivated, admitted Leah 
Brunsmnn. a resource room teacher 
at Harrison Elementary School. But 
that happens in less-severe cases 
where ADD isn '^readily recogniz- 
able. __ , 

Children who act out. speak out of 
turn, stand up or just don’t relate to 
the subject at hand, arc often easier 
to diagnose. 

One of Brunsman's student* will 
respond to questions with out-in- 
Icft-ficlds answers. 

"In' reading class. I might ask, 
’How do you know that she was sad 
about the girl leaving?’ His answer 
Will be, ‘The Sea otters teach babies - 
how to swim by slowly putting them 
in the wuter-'and. swimming .around 
them.’ which is a good truthful com- 
ment but it’s completely unrelated.” 

They’ll be studying both topics in 


school, and his mind races so fast 
that he’ll skip from topic to topic, 
Brunsnum said. 

ADD docsn2&rt>cccssurily work 
against a studJrm. she said. One 
bilingual student from South Ameri- 
ca with ADHD has learned English 
remarkably fast. 

“If he wasn’t ADHD and his mind 
wasn’t working so quickly and 
didn't focus on so many things at 
once, he wouldn’t be as proficient in 
English os he is now.” 

ADD at work 

Don Bennett was terrified at work-. 

The father of three was sure he was 
going to be fired. For w hat, he didn't 
know. His mind invented a million 
reasons; he was slower, he was sercw- 
• ing up, his job performance fell for be- 
low the other workers'. 

“If the boss came out and looked at 
me. I thought he was going to tell me I 
was doing something wrong.” Bennett 
said. “I looked paranoid so then 
they'd think I was doing something 
wrong and pay closer attention." 

Bennett. Terri Bcnnqtt’s husband. . 
was diagnosed a . couo Jc years ago- 
with ADD, His paranoia came from 
years of trouble at public school -he 
was slow at processing questions, 
had difficulty listening to what 
teachers were saying, spelling arid 
writing. 

Often children will outgrow ADD, 
said Dr. Adrian. 

"They outgrow the hyperactivity 


so they look better," he said. ."Some 
kids.mnturc and everything falls 
through for them. Other kitHTsiill 
cannot organize assignments or they 
get bored and it follows into high 
school.” 

ADD adults who work in manual- 
labor jobs that keep them occupied 
often fare well. Adrian said. But 
those in self-motivated jobs often 
suffer. 

A history of failure, could easily 
carry into any job, he said, and make 
adults with ADD worried about their 
performance. 

Don did have a’’ manual job -Tfe- 
c leaned the Kimberly schools. But 
on repetitive tasks, he would forget 
fo stop. 

Cleaning desks, he would use u 
circular motion over and over until 
something else caught his attention 
or someone spoke to him. 

"I’d get inside myself and not 
know it," hit said. "I Ipse jnysclf. I 
don't even know'timc or anything." 

Powell had trouble holding jobs. 
At 24, he's already held dozens of 
jobs; construction,' sales, radio, 
restaurant work. H c would get bored 
andmoved on. 

■ Since taking medication for ADD, 
he said he’s morchopeful for the fu- 
turc. 

All his life, people told him lie 
was a failure and he believed it, he 
said. 

. "That's not going to happen , 
again."

"With ADD kids especially" 
they peed their control and they 
keep coming back and testing it." • 
he said.

Judge ends rail strike 
after rush-hour debacle 


NEW YORK (API — Long 
Island Rail Road trains were run- 
ning on schedule Saturday follow- 
—mg.a.onc-day-wildcat-Ktrike that cre- 
ated a commuting nightmare and 
stranded passengers eager for an 
curly getaway this Memorial Day- 
weekend. 

During Friday's morning rush 
hour. 109 of 144 trains were can- 
celed after 77 of- the scheduled 1 15 
crews called in sftk or didn't show- 
up for work. 

Scheduled service on the nation's 
largest commuter railroad wasn’t 
restored for another 10 hours, 
despite -a federal judge's order that 
the LIRR engineers return to their 
trains. 

Trains were running on schedule 
this morning, and L1RK spokesman 
Sam Zambuto said thorailroad 
anticipated "a regular schedule of 
trains" in the next few days. The 
LIRR curries an average of 254.000 
fares a day. 

By curly evening Friday. Pehn 
Station was mired in confusion — . 
no departures were posted, and 
loudspeakers crackled reports on 
where commuters could crowd onto 
random trains. 

“We're stranded.” complained 
Mary Quinn, who waited in vain for 
a Friday evening train to Long 
Island. “It's just disheartening. ... 
What a disaster." 

The Metropolitan Transportation 


Authority, the LIRR’s parent body, 
began a probe into the- strike 
response. The Daily News reported 
-l od ays— M-T-A— l-h a i r man— V.irg i 1- 
Conway will hold a public hearing 
into the railroad's lack of prepared- 
ness. the paper sjtid. 

MTA officials acknowledged they 
may have erred in not telling com- 
muters about the possibility of a 
walkout and in not having better 
contingency plans.

“It's possible we made a mis- 
take." said LIRR President Tom 
Prendergust. 

The one-day wildcat strike turned 
highways to grflloikfand makeshift 
bus scrviccTellfa^short of demand.

24. as 
he arrived 20 minutes late at Penn 
Station.

Locomotivc Engineers have gone 
without a raise since their contract 
expired in 1991. They cam $45,000 
a year. 

A tentative contract agreement 
reached in January was rejected by 
Metropolitan Transportation 
Authority officials. 

“It's an unfortunate circumstance, 
but it’s been a long time fn coming." 
said union boss Robert Evers.

women and homosexuals - giving. 
Democrats-thc image of a party that 
doesn't care about the economic prob- 
lems and values of middle-class 
Americans. 

What the Republicans face is 
whether their image, as a pony willing 
to give people more individual control 
over their lives at a time when cyni- 
cism over government is rampant, will 
be tarnished if it appears that they 
only mean to have this individuality, 
exercised within limits drawn by fun- 
damentalist Christians. 

Such a result would appear hypo- 
. critical; at best, to most Americans 
and downright cynical if Republican 
calls for down-sizing government and 
returning power to the people arc 
accompanied by severe limits on what 
individuals can actually do or think in 
exercising their enhanced range of 
choices.

No one (with any sense) 
argued that women weren't entitled to 
die full benefits of citizenship, but as 
the movement grew, os the National 
Organization for Women was seen 
threatening any politician w ho dared 
to withhold his support for its agenda, 
as individuals received the impression 
that to achieve the kind of equality 
that NOW demanded, the equality of 
others might have' to be socnliccd, the 
movement lost its momentum.

paign. 

The Guild unveiled, it* plan — 
touted ns a “new civil -fights- move- 
ment” — at a downtown Los

The group hopes to bring scores 
of volunteer lawyers, law student* 
and others to California from 
throughout the nation. Tasks would 
range from assisting the legal chal-

According to experts, the waste already stored 
at INEL would take years to process into more 
stable forms ready for permanent storage. But to 
make the investment that could easily top SI00 
million pay olT, even more waste would have to 
be ran through the facility. That would make it a 
regional, if not a national, processing center for 
both defense and commercial spent nuclear fuel 
rods, 

And that weighs heavily on Halt. 

"I don't think Idaho ever wants' ‘to get in the 
game of saying we're going to take spent rods 
from commercial plants." he said. 

McClure, whose cITorts arc being hamstrung 
by federal budget constraint, sympathizes. Hut he 
suggests that while Balt's position makes politi- 
cal sense, it probably can be overcome legally. 

"If the government really believes that Idaho is 
as good an alternative as they have — we’d like 
to insist it’s the best und only one - - and they 
insist on pushing it, eventually they wilt proba- 
bly force us to accept the wasic." he said.

" Hie CIIP has a policy of enforcing 
I he helmet law that violates the Fourth 
Amendment.” Judge Napolcan A. 
Junes Jr. ruled Friday. He said there 
\tas "no dispute" dial die CIIP had per* 
inmed its otlicers to "cite motorcyclists 
.without probable cause to believe dial 
the helmet law. as interpreted by the 
California courts: is being violated." 

Most of die .hikers, ticketed by the 
CIIP had been wearing helmets, but 
they wefcn'i the type that mci l-HP 
approval, 

The ruling is a severe setback for 
the Highway Patrol’s top brass. 
Commissioner Maurice Hannigan and 
Depots Commissioner Dwight 
"Spike” lleimiek had endorsed the 
enforcement campaign, which began 
tn 1992 On thjyr orders, the CIIP 
trained more than 100 police agencies 
to write tickets their way. 

'•Even after two California appellate 
S&m decisions held that the CHP was 
fObrcing the law incorrectly. Hannigan 
•ml Hclmick refused to change the 
agency ’s policy. The CHP estimates it 
kited at feast 13.000 motorcyclists and 
thousands more Were given similar tick- 
pis by police agencies. 

Jones' ruling means most of the peo- 
ple cited had been stopped illegally. 

CHP officials, however, attempted 
to downplay the ruling. "A prelimi- 
nary look at the injunction ... shows 
that it- docs not significantly alter our 
present enforcement posture." 
Hannigan said in u state ment Friday 
-- The- statement did-not address 
Jones' finding that the CHP has been 
Violating motorcyclists' rights 


Instead, Hannigan cited figures show- 
ing that motorcycle injuries and 
deaths- have declined since the hel met 
law took.clTecun.1992 — 

Many bikers who opposed the law 
bought smull, blaclc. ccrcol-bowl- 
shaped caps known us beanies. But 
the CHP. insisting the helmets were 
unsafe, ticketed beanie wearers as if 
they wore no helmet. , 

State courts decided the CHP didn’t 
have that authority. Under federal 
law. the courts ruled, no one except a 
helmet's manufacturer can say 
whether a motorcycle helmet is safe. 

I f the htilmct has a sticker on it cer- 
tifying that the manufacturer believes 
it meets federal standards. Jones said, 
that's all a motorcyclist needs to 
worry about — unless 'the biker has 
"actual knowledge" thut the helmet 
had been recalled for safety defects. 

Nearly all the beanies sold in 
California bore such stickers. Only 
one brand has been recalled. 

Jones said it was "an undisputed - 
fact that plaintiffs have been cited for 
w earing helmets ‘that CHP officers 
considered to be in violation of the 
helmet law. although some of those 
helmets were in fact never determined 
to be substandard." Even in cases of 
bikers wearing the helmet brand that 
had been recalled, Jones said, people 
who didn't know of the recall were 
ticketed anyway. 

Each ticket brought a 5165 fine, 
possible confiscation of the helmet 
and. occasionally, towing fees. 

The permanent injunction that 
Jones issued prohibits police from 
even stopping a motorcyclist for a 
suspected violation of the helmet low 
- unless the officer has "a reason- 
able suspicion to believe" that the hel- 
met .was uncertified or that the motor- 
cyclist knows the helmet has been 
recalled. People riding without hel- 
mets still can be ticketed.

Approximately 9 billion plastic bottles are pro- 
duced annually in the United States — enough to cir- 
cle the earth 50 times — and about two-thirds of them 
wind up in a landfill or an incinerator. But most of 
the rest go to Wellman Ini. of Bridgeport. NJ„ a 
Fortune-500 company that is the largest plastic re- 
cycler in the world.
